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UVic physicist played vital role in Nobel research

A UVic physicist, Dr. Alan Astbury, 
played a key role in research into the 
basic forces of nature that has resulted 


in a Nobel Prize in Physics for Italian 
scientist Carlo Rubbia. 

Rubbia, a physics professor at har¬ 
vard University, and Simon Van der 
Mer who worked on the design of the 
equipment used in the research, were 
named joint winners of the Nobel Prize 
last week. 

Astbury was the co-spokesman or dep¬ 
uty director of Rubbia's 150-scientist 
team that used a giant atom-smashing 
machine to prove the existence of the 
subatomic W and Z particles, sought by 
physicists for the past 50 years. 

The discovery helps to solve the mys¬ 
tery of the four forces believed to hold 
together all the matter in the universe. 
The forces are electromagnetism, grav¬ 
ity, the strong force that holds atoms 
together and the weak force which con¬ 
trols radioactive decay. 

Discovery of the W and Z particles val¬ 
idated a theory unifying electromagnet¬ 
ism and the so-called weak nuclear force. 
The Geneva experiments help prove that 
three of the four primary forces of nature 
are bound together, helped by minute 
particles^pf matter called the W and Z 
particles. 

Gravity, the fourth force, has yet to be 


fitted into the theory. 

The search for a unified theory of the 
way that the fundamental forces of 
nature interact, may seem to be of aca¬ 
demic interest only, but the same could 
be said of the original 19th Century the¬ 
ory linking electricity and magnetism 
which opened the way to today's elec¬ 
tronic civilization. 

The series of experiments that led to 
the Nobel Prize were carried out in 1982 
at the European Laboratory for Particle 
Physics (CERN) in Geneva, Switzerland 
and involved six years of work by the 
scientists led by Rubbia and Astbury. 
Astbury returns to Victoria today after 
10 days in Geneva. 

In July of 1983, Astbury joined the 
faculty of UVic as the R.M. Pearce Pro¬ 
fessor of Physics. The professorship 
honors the memory of Dr. R. Michael 
Pearce, former chairman of the Physics 
Department. 

“We were all aware of the outstanding 
nature of Dr. Astbury's work," said 
UVic President Dr. Howard Petch. “He's 
recognized by physicists as being abso¬ 
lutely outstanding in his field." 

There are 26 UVic scientists including 
K Astbury who travel regularly to Van¬ 


couver for experiments at the TRIUMF 
particle accelerator, operated by four 
western Canadian universities includ¬ 
ing UVic. One of the factors that led to 
Astbury's move to UVic was the TRI¬ 
UMF facility which conducts research 
of a similar nature to the research at the 
larger CERN facility. 

“Dr. Astbury is a man of great 
accomplishments in physics," said TRI¬ 
UMF director Dr. Erich Vogt at the time 
of Astbury's UVic appointment. “His is 
likely the most important appointment 
ever made in connection with the TRI¬ 
UMF project." 

Astbury has been directly associated 
with TRIUMF since 1976 as a member of 
the experiments evaluation committee 
and is playing an important role in the 
future direction of the facility. He is hop¬ 
ing to see the TRIUMF cyclotron 
upgraded and expanded. 

Another UVic scientist, Dr. Richard 
Keeler, was also on the team that carried 
out the CERN experiments. In 1983, 
Keeler accepted a three-year Natural 
Sciences and Engineering Research 
Council (NSERC) research fellowship at 
UVic.

According to the official headcount by the 
office of Institutional Analysis, UVic is down in 
undergraduate student enrolment by 4.3 per 
cent from one year ago. There are 9,821 under¬ 
grads this year, compared to 10,267 in 1983. 
Full-time enrolment is down by only 1.5 per 
cent, but there is a decline of 10.1 per cent in 
part-time enrolment. There are 6,768 full-time 
students and 3,053 part-time students enrolled 
this year. UVic has 446 fewer undergrads this 
year than last, despite adding 112 students in 
the Faculty of Engineering for the first time. 
Most of the decline is in the Faculty of Arts and 
Science where there are 516 fewer students 
than in 1983. 


Professors in UVic’s English Department have 
been busy with a variety of recent academic 
activities. Dr. E.l. Berry, chairman of the depart¬ 
ment, has a new book, Shakespeare’s Comic 
Rites, coming out from Cambridge University 
Press in November. Dr.T.R. Cleary has recently 
published a book, Henry Fielding: Political Wri¬ 
ter, with Wilfred Laurier University Press. He 
also co-authored an article with Dr. T.G. Sher¬ 
wood on Conrad’s “Heart of Darkness’ in the 
journal Conradiana. Dr. V.A. Neufeldt was 
elected president of the Victorian Studies Asso¬ 
ciation of Western Canada at the association's 
annual conference in September. Dr. A.S.G. 
Edwards spoke at the International congress of 
the Chaucer Society at the University of York 
and organized and chaired a session on editing 
Chaucer. Dr. R.C. Terry, currently on leave 
from UVic, recently attended the Victorian Stu¬ 
dies Association of Western Canada meeting at 
the University of Alberta. 



Law professors from across Canada and the United States met at UVic last week for a three-day 
workshop in the use of computers for legal education sponsored by the UVic Faculty of Law. By 
special arrangement the workshop was held in the new Software Engineering Laboratory at UVic, 
at the site of the former Faculty Club. “The facilities are superb, outstanding," reports John 
Kilcoyne, workshop co-ordinator and member of the UVic Law Faculty. The 25 law professors 
attending the workshop were tutored in the use of an authoring language for legal education 
developed out of a joint project conducted by Harvard University and the University of Minnesota 
for the Centre for Computer-Assisted Legal Instruction in the United States. The UVic Law Faculty 
is a member of the Canadian branch of CCALI, and is becoming a leader in the use of computers 
for legal education in Canada, says Kilcoyne. The workshop at UVic was a success, with all 
participants able to put together a program which was up and running by the end of the three-day 
session, he reports.

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Developing software for use in B.C. schools 
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UVic-IBM project holds open house

An Open House for the new Software 
Engineering Laboratory at UVic will be 
held Oct. 30 from 10:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. 
for interested members of the commun¬ 
ity as well as faculty members, students 
and staff. 

The new laboratory has been created 
at the site of the former Faculty Club in E 
Building, to house the IBM-UVic Soft¬ 
ware Engineering/Education Co¬ 
operative project. 

The official opening of the Software 
Engineering Laboratory—the first 
laboratory of its kind in western 
Canada—will be held the following day, 
Oct. 31, at 2 p.m. 

During the Oct. 30 Open House, tours 
will be conducted starting at 10:30 a.m. 


and 12:30 p.m., to enable visitors to ask 
questions and view the equipment given 
to UVic by IBM Canada Ltd. under the 
terms of the UVic-IBM agreement 
signed in July, 1983. 

At the official opening Oct. 31, speak¬ 
ers will include UVic President Dr. How¬ 
ard Petch; A.E. Klopfer, Vice President 
for the Western Region, IBM; Dr. Jerry 
Mussio, Executive Director, School Pro¬ 
grams, with the British Columbia Minis¬ 
try of Education; Dr. David Parnas, 
Project Leader for the UVic Department, 
of Computer Science; and Dr. Walter 
Muir of the UVic Faculty of Education. 

The major thrust of the UVic-IBM 
agreement is to develop highly versatile 
educational software for use in British 
Columbia from Kindergarten to Grade 


12, using advanced software engineer¬ 
ing concepts. 

The B.C. Ministry of Education is 
involved in the project, providing gui¬ 
dance in developing applications of the 
research results to the school 
curriculum. 

The project’s principal investigators 
at UVic are Parnas, Muir, and Dr. Jon 
Muzio, chairman of the Computer 
Science Department. 

The project’s long-term objectives are: 

• to develop and refine software engi¬ 
neering principles; 

• to improve the level of software engi¬ 
neering skills of UVic students; 

• to apply software engineering princi¬ 
ples and skills of UVic students to pro¬ 
vide software that enhances the 
learning of students in Grades Kinder¬ 
garten to 12; 

• to combine IBM’s knowledge, exper¬ 
tise and products with the skills of the 
UVic faculty, in the development of soft¬ 
ware engineering concepts and design of 
educational software; 

• to share the discoveries and develop¬ 
ments of the project with educators and 
others interested in the development of 
software that will be in the public 
domain. 

Installed in the software lab now are 
25 personal computers and 12 computer 
terminals, donated to UVic by IBM. The 
computer terminals, now temporarily 
connected to the university’s host com¬ 
puter, will soon be connected into an 
IBM 4331 computer that forms part of 
the equipment supplied by IBM. 

The approximate total value of the 
equipment and expertise given to the 
project by IBM is $1 million. 

“We are just getting started, but we 
have a well developed set of plans,” says 
Parnas, one of the leaders in the field of 
software engineering. He predicts that 
the creation of this lab at UVic will be a 
factor in attracting high technology 
computer enterprises to the Victoria area 
in future. 

“The secret of attracting high technol¬ 
ogy industry is the availability of well- 
educated students who have had ample 
opportunity to work with computing 
equipment and use it in creative ways,” 
says Parnas. 

“Such students have formed the core 
of high technology industries in the Uni- 
ted States. This lab now will help to 


make that possible in Victoria.” 

Among Parnas’ interests is educating 
students to be software engineers who 
can design computer programs that are 
robust (not easily broken), reliable, resil¬ 
ient, are modular (can be improved 
and changed year after year without 
having to be completely redesigned), and 
portable (can be used with different 
hardware and in different computer 
systems). 

The principles of modularity and por¬ 
tability are very important in the new 
field of software engineering, says 
Parnas. 

Most computer software now lacks the 
modularity found for example in car 
models and television sets, which make 
it possible for major improvements to be 
made to the designs without a complete 
redesign of the original model, he 
explains. 

To develop modularity in computer 
programs will require the talent of stu¬ 
dents well-trained in the principles of 
mathematics and engineering, who can 
design new computer software, then test 
their theories through rigorous practical 
applications. 

“There are very few programmers in ; 
the computer field now who have both 
rigorous theoretical and practical back¬ 
grounds. This is very highly disciplined 
and applied education,” he says. 

Muzio says a long-range goal of the 
project is to have graduate students from 
the Faculty of Education and Depart¬ 
ment of Computer Science working 
together on projects to combine the the¬ 
ories of software engineering with sound 
educational practices. 

“Our long-range goal is to improve the 
quality of educational software in 
schools, bringing to bear modern tech¬ 
niques of design.” 

Muir, and Dr. Betty Collis, also of the 
Education Faculty, are preparing to test 
current educational software using the 
lab facilities, as well as contribute to 
development of new materials. 

They have been collaborating with the 
B.C. Ministry of Education in forming 
criteria for evaluating computer educa¬ 
tional software. 

Muir and Collis will be developing new 
ideas and ways to use computers in 
schools, and are working on procedures 
to facilitate use of the educational soft¬ 
ware developed by the IBM project. 


Profs produce critical book on B.C. restraint program 


Five UVic professors are editors 
of a new book of critical essays on 
the restraint program in British 
Columbia. 

The New Reality: The Politics 
of Restraint in British Columbia 
has just been published by New 
Star Books of Vancouver and 
will be available at the UVic 
Bookstore and other outlets. 

The book contains 16 essays by 
academics and researchers at 
UVic, Camosum College, Univer¬ 
sity of British Columbia, Simon 
Fraser University and elsewhere. 

Editors of the book are Dr. 
Warren Magnusson (Political 
Science), Dr. William Carroll 
(Sociology), Dr. Charles Doyle 
(English), Dr. Monika Langer 
(Philosophy) and Dr. R.B. Walker 
(Political Science). 

Magnusson, chairman of the 
- editorial committee, explains 
how the project started. 

“It originated with the strikes 
of last November,” he says. “A 
number of us who were sympa¬ 
thetic to Solidarity and critical of 


the actions of the provincial 
government asked faculty and 
staff to sign a statement of 
concern. 

“While 150 faculty and staff 
members signed the statement, 
the whole issue was settled before 
we could take further action. 
Those of us involved in the activ¬ 
ity felt there was still a need for a 
careful, critical, scholarly analy¬ 
sis of the restraint program and 
its impact.” 

In December of 1983, the Com¬ 
mittee on Alternatives for British 
Columbia was formed at a meet¬ 
ing of faculty and professional 
staff at UVic. The participants 
appointed a five-person steering 
committee which devoted itself to 
one major project, the book of crit¬ 
ical essays. 

The majority of the essays are 
written by UVic professors. 

The book is divided into four 
parts. The first part deals with 
the political economy of restraint 
with essays by Dr. Patricia Mar- 
chak of the Department of Sociol¬ 


ogy at the University of British 
Columbia, Dr. John Schofield 
(Economics), John Malcolmson, 
research analyst for the B.C. 
Teachers’ Federation and doc¬ 
toral student in sociology at SFU, 
and Drs. William Schworm and 
Gideon Rosenbluth of the Depart¬ 
ment of Economics at UBC. 

The second part concentrates 
on a political analysis of res¬ 
traint, with essays by Carroll, Dr. 
Jeremy Wilson (Political Science) 
and Dr. Philip Resnick of the 
Department of Political Science 
at UBC. 

Specific rights which the 
authors feel are under attack are 
dealt with in the third part of the 
book, with essays by Dr. Norman 
Ruff (Political Science), Prof. 
Murray Rankin (Law), Stella 
Lord, a doctoral student at 
Carleton University and an 
active member of the Victoria 
Status of Women Action Group, 
freelance writer Stan Persky and 
New Star publisher Lanny 
Beckman. 


Specific services under attack 
are dealt with in the fourth sec¬ 
tion, with essays by Caroll, Doyle 
and Noel Schacter of the Depart¬ 
ment of Sociology at Camosun 
College, Dr. Marilyn Callahan 
(Social Work), Dr. Gordon 
Shrimpton, chairman of UVic’s 
Department of Hispanic Studies, 
and Magnusson and Langer. 

Magnusson says the book is 
the first major project but there 
will be others. “The committee 
was established to provide a vehi¬ 
cle for research, education and 
political action,” he says. “More 
work will come out of this group.” 

The Committee on Alterna¬ 
tives for British Columbia held a 
planning meeting Oct. 25. 
Among ideas discussed were a 
conference on “alternatives to 
neo-conservatism”, and the prep¬ 
aration of a brief to the Solidarity 
Coalition’s People’s Commission 
for Policy Alternatives which 
will be holding hearings in Victo¬ 
ria in December.

1984-85 salary awards to faculty and by 
the 33 per cent reduction in anticipated 
career progress increments in 1984-85, 
both of which further erode faculty salar¬ 
ies in times of inflation. 

“The Faculty Association deplores the 
unilateral actions of the administration 
and the Board of Governors concerning 
the 1983-84 and 1984-85 salary awards to 
faculty.” 

The letter was received without com¬ 
ment at the open session of the BOG 
meeting. 
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
